New York, Aug. 7—A mite of cool-

New York. 


At 9 o'clock the temperature stood 


at 80, as against 78 yesterday, but the 
humidity had fallen' from 84 to 69. At 
10 the mercury showed 82. 


The night was a hard one, especially 


for the poor. The latter had to stay 
in the city and bear it. The East Side 
turned out enmasse, camping on the 
streets, in the parks, on the recreation 
piers and on roofs. 
The uolice gave 


the sufferers the utmost liberty. The 
benches around New York, as on me 
night before, gave resting places to 
thousands. 
Extra policemen were on 


duty to protect these 
sleepers 
trom 


thieves. 


Five deaths were reported this morn- 


ing, 
which, with the sixteen of yes- 


tearday, make twenty-one persons who 
have died because of the heat 
These 


reports are very incomplete, including 
only persons who 
have succumbed 


suddenly. The real list will run up in 
hundreds when these cases a'e consid- 
ered where the death ot" people already 
ill is hastened by hea*. 


The fatally exhausting heat of the 


night is illustrated by the extraordi- 
nary mortality that beiell animals in 
all parts of the city. Throughout the 
night telephone messases continued to 
arrive at headquarters telling of the 
death of a horse or the discovery or 
the dead body of some other animal.

The 
report of the committee was adoptttl 
by acclamation. It was the first great 
step of the congress. 
The preamble

and points out the fact that the con- 
gress is not the proper place for a 
discussion of a subject of fruch, world- 
wide importance. The resolution rec- 
ommends that the Pan-American del- 
egates to The Hague conference be 
instructed to endeavor \o secure a

of the civilized world, it 


shall be adopted and put in force by 
every nation.
